OR DISHONOR? 


The curtain is fixed to rise on the final inglorious 
scene in the ousting of Superintendent of Schools 
William McAndrew tomorrow when Mr. McAndrew 
will come to trial before the board of education on 
charges of insubordination. 

It ts a trial, in the judicial sense of the term, 
' only by courtesy... Another term would better fit 
the procedure by which the jury which voted the 
indictment continues to sit and pass on the guilt or 
innocence of the accused. Names, however, will 
mot matter much in Mr. McAndrew's case. The 
fix is already in. The jury has already been tam- 
pered with. It is no question of the culpability 
of the defendant. No one but a fool or a faker 
believes Mr. McAndrew guilty. It is a decision 
between probity and dirty politics with the odds 
on dirty politics to win. 

The charges against Mr. McAndrew grew out) 
of a difference of opinion between the superintend- 
"ent of schools anda majority of the school board. 
A resolution of the board decreed that the places 
of extra teachers, ‘heretofore employed in clerical 
and semi-clerical pdsitions, should bé filled by civil 
Service employés, The case was taken into court. 
Mr. McAndrew, having already stated his position, 
was subpoenaed as a witness and gave evidence 
tending to disprove the contentions of the board. 

With his statement of an opposing opinion as an 
excuse, the board voted, six to five, to. suspend Mr. 
McAndrew and try him for insubordination.

” offices, appointive or elective, which does not carry 
@ ealary. In theory, such a system should make 
the office of a school trustee attractive only to 
citizens of high minds and exalted purposes. The 
recompense, instead of in money, is in the knowl- 
edge that the trustee is performing perhaps the 
highest duty delegated to any public servant—su- 
pervising the education of the city's children. It 
4s truly an honorary position. 
Because it is, so is the shame and the disgrace 
aggravated when the office of a school trustee is 
of sordid spoils politics.

Potatoes. 


In the real south they will tell you 
that baked sweet potatoes are best if 
they are baked a second time.

Some sorts 
of potatoes are particularly improved 
by a long baking, and sweet potatoes 
may be superior when warmed over, 
cut in long slices lengthwise and 
browned on each side in some bacon 
fat, especially if some pieces of bacon 
can be served with them. Sweet po- 
tatoes are cooked before they are 
glazed or candied and with some cold 
sweet potatoes it is easy to get a quick 
candied sweet potato, and an agree- 
able one, by using a little sirup with 
the potato while it is warming up. 

When potatoes were less expensive 
‘and perhaps more of a staple than 
they are today some cold potatoes to 
warm up were an almost constant sup- 
ply in some households. In some cases 
they were chopped fine and warmed 
up with in such a way that they, 
could be folied over like any omelet 
and with just as nice brown surface. 

Mrs. Nelly Kedzie Jones, who was 
one of the earliest teachers of home 
economics in this country and also a 
lively writer on cookery, once described 


the work of another woman as follows:

allow time enough in warming up po- 


tatoes—she added half a cupful of 
sour cram—sweet will do, but the 
flavor of sour is better. She always 
tasted her potatoes, the seasoning and 
heating being the essential factors. It 
takes more time than you think to 
warm up potatoes properly.”
